If  the  North  Carolina-Maryland  football  game  was  played 
before  Queen  Elizabeth  and  Prince  Philip,  the  Boston  Col- 
lege-Navy game  also  was  played  before  a  royal  visitor,  Her 
Highness,  the  Princess  de  Rethe,  the  charming  wife  of  former 
King  Leopold  of  Belgium.

The  State  Department's  inexorable  schedule  however,  kept 
the  King  in  Washington  and  the  Princess  and  her  entourage 
had  to  attend  alone.  Her  visit  became  an  important  part  of 
the  dedication,  what  with  the  sound  of  'La  Brabanconne', 
the  Belgian  National  anthem,  and  the  sight  of  the  bright 
royal  standard  floating  over  the  West  Press  box.  Neither 
the  Princess  nor  most  of  her  group  had  ever  seen  an  Ameri- 
can football  game  before.  Though  they  were  confused  by 
the  plays,  they  were  thrilled  by  the  excitement.

A  Prof  Visits  Japan 


M 


,Y  visit  to  Japan  the  past  sum- 
mer furnished  me  with  many  experi- 
ences, any  one  of  which  could  be  made 
the  subject  of  interesting  comment. 
The  boat  trip  to  Yokohama  was  a  most 
enjoyable  one,  thanks  to  the  privilege 
of  having  Bishop  Donohue  and  Mon- 
signor  Tappe,  both  of  San  Francisco, 
as  traveling  companions.  In  a  never- 
to-be-forgotten  sight-seeing  trip  pro- 
vided by  our  law  school  alumni  during 
the  stop-over  in  Honolulu,  the  beauties 
of  the  Island  of  Oahu  were  brought  to 
my  attention.  In  Japan,  trips  to  Ha- 
kone,  Nikko,  Kamakura,  Kyoto,  Hiro- 
shima, Miyajima  Island  and  Okayama, 
the  beautiful  scenery  of  that  country 
was  revealed  to  me.  But,  of  all  these 
experiences,  delightful  as  they  were, 
what  impressed  me  most  was  the  mis- 
sionaries in  action, — their  zeal  and  en- 
thusiasm, and  the  success  of  their  en- 
deavors. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  trip  was, 
of  course,  to  visit  my  daughter,  Sister 
Frances  St.  Anne,  S.N.D.,  who  had 
been  in  Japan  since  September  19S6, 
engaged  in  the  study  of  the  Japanese 


language,  customs  and  traditions  in 
preparation  for  a  teaching  assignment 
in  the  Notre  Dame  College  in  Okay- 
ama. Her  letters  to  me  had  disclosed 
a  desire  that  I  visit  Japan  to  see  first 
hand  what  a  privilege  it  was  to  be  a 
Japanese  missionary.  From  what  I 
shall  relate  I  think  it  will  be  abundant- 
ly clear  that  Sister  Frances  made  out 
her  case. 

I  had  many  opportunities  of  seeing 
the  missionaries  in  action, — the  Jesuits 
in  Tokyo,  Yokosuka  and  Hiroshima, 
the  Sisters  of  Notre  Dame  in  Tokyo, 
Koi  and  Okayama,  the  School  Sisters 
of  Notre  Dame  and  the  Maryknoll 
Fathers  and  Sisters  in  Kyoto.  For  all 
this  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  Jesuit 
Fathers  at  Sophia  University  and  the 
Sisters  of  Notre  Dame  who  took  me 
over  completely  once  I  set  foot  on 
Japanese  soil. 

My  first  stop  was  at  the  Notre  Dame 
Novitiate  in  the  Kichijoji  section  of 
Tokyo  where  Sister  Frances  had  been 
engaged  in  study.  Here,  under  the  able 
administration  of  Sister  Claire  Bernar- 
dine,  the  Superior,  and  her  able  assist- 


ants, Sisters  Barbara,  Anna  and  Ther- 
ese,  native  Japanese  novices  were  re- 
ceiving a  thorough  training  in  prepara- 
tion for  their  life's  work.  In  its  pictur- 
esque garden  I  spent  many  a  happy 
hour,  enjoying  not  only  the  trees  and 
the  flowers,  but  the  peace  and  tran- 
quility of  the  place. 

In  turn  I  visited  the  Notre  Dame 
high  schools  in  Koi  and  Okayama.  In 
well  constructed  and  equipped  build- 
ings, beautifully  located,  under  able 
administration,  a  competent  and  de- 
voted corps  of  teachers  was  awaiting 
the  return  of  their  pupils  for  the  fall 
session.  Examination  into  the  curricu- 
lum and  its  presentation  left  no  doubt 
in  my  mind  that  in  these  high  schools 
the  children  were  receiving  a  first  class 
training.  These  observations  apply 
also  to  the  high  school  of  the  School 
Sisters  of  Notre  Dame  in  Kyoto. 

The  College  at  Okayama,  too,  had 
its  fine  buildings  and  equipment,  a 
competent  administration  and  a  strong 
complement  of  teachers.  This  college 
offers  practically  the  same  training  we 
are  accustomed  to  associate  with  Notre 


Dame  Colleges  in  America.  It  has  an 
enrollment  of  nearly  500  students,  and 
its  graduates  are  sought  out  for  service 
as  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of 
Japan. 

At  Sophia  University,  a  Jesuit  insti- 
tution in  Tokyo,  I  spent  much  of  my 
time.  With  its  fine  buildings  and  equip- 
ment, its  able  corps  of  administra- 
tors and  its  outstanding  faculty  I  was 
deeply  impressed.  Here  are  gathered 
scholars  from  leading  universities  of 
Europe  and  America — men  who  are 
doing  a  tremendous  job  of  educating 
the  youth  of  Japan.  The  University 
has  three  Departments  —  Literature, 
Economics  and  Law,  and  special  De- 
partments in  Theology  and  Western 
Culture  in  the  Graduate  School.  In  the 
two  departments  first  mentioned, 
courses  are  offered  in  Philosophy,  His- 
tory, Literature,  Languages,  the  Sci- 
ences, Education,  Journalism,  Eco- 
nomics, Commerce  and  Industrial  Rela- 
tions. An  evening  school,  known  as  the 
International  Division,  offers  courses 
of  college  grade  equivalent  to  those 
offered  in  our  American  colleges.  Cred- 
its earned  therein  are  honored  in  col- 
leges everywhere.  Many  of  our  mili- 
tary on  duty  in  Japan  have  been  bene- 
fited by  this  Division.  All  departments 
of  the  University,  including  the  Inter- 
national Division,  are  fully  approved 
by  the  Japanese  Ministry  of  Educa- 
tion. 


In  the  several  departments  of  Sophia 
University  the  objective  is  the  moral, 
cultural,  civic  and  social  development 
of  the  student  as  well  as  his  intellectual 
development.  A  close  bond  between 
faculty  and  student  aids  materially  in 
the  attainment  of  this  objective.  High 
standards  of  admission  and  promotion 
are  observed.  As  planned  by  the  ad- 
ministration, even  dormitory  life  con- 
tributes to  the  development  of  the  stu- 
dent. As  the  President,  the  Very  Rev. 
Francis  T.  Oizumi,  S.J.,  observed  on 
the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the 
dormitory  known  as  the  Sophia  House: 
"In  a  university  which  aims  at  the 
education  of  the  whole  man,  a  student 
dormitory  plays  an  important  role  in 
the  educational  program.  .  . 

"I  do  not  think  that  a  college  dor- 
mitory is  merely  a  place  to  live  and 
eat.  I  think  of  it  as  a  place  in  which 
students  pursue  wisdom  and  acquire 
the  moral  habits  which  will  make  them 
constructive  members  of  society  in 
their  adult  lives.  These  students  will 
learn  how  to  adjust  themselves  to  the 
individual  differences  of  other  students 
by  living  together  in  a  dormitory  which 
will  be  a  splendid  place  to  prepare 
these  students  to  live  in  society  later 
on  with  neighbors  of  still  more  indi- 
vidual differences. 

"Fortunate  are  those  who  learn  how 
to  change  a  selfish  interest  of  their  own 
into  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  others

and  an  interest  in  the  common  wel- 
fare. A  college  dormitory  life  ought 
to  be  a  life  of  intellectual  pursuit  under 
the  two  great  principles  of  justice  and 
charity.  Nothing  in  human  life  is  more 
beautiful  than  a  pure  and  deep  spirit 
of  union  among  men." 

The  discipline  at  Sophia  is  what  one 
would  expect  to  find  in  a  well-ordered 
institution — strict  but  reasonable.  Per- 
sonal integrity  and  personal  responsi- 
bility are  stressed.

HE  Law  Department  of  Sophia 
offers  a  day  course  extending  over  a 
period  of  four  years.  Integrated  with 
the  courses  commonly  offered  in  Amer- 
ican law  schools  are  courses  in  Natural 
Law,  Philosophy,  Ethics,  Basic  Juris- 
prudence and  Legal  History.  Instruc- 
tion is  in  the  hands  of  men  with  im- 
pressive backgrounds  in  legal  study 
and  practice, — eighteen  on  full  time 
and  fourteen  on  part  time — the  latter 
principally  for  instruction  in  special 
courses. 

The  Jesuit  Fathers  conduct  high 
schools  in  Kobe,  Yokosuka  and  Hiro- 
shima and  a  Junior  College  of  Music 
and  Arts  at  Hiroshima, — all  fully  ac- 
credited. The  high  schools  in  Kobe  and 
Yokosuka  have  enrollments  in  excess 
of  800  pupils;  the  Junior  College,  263. 
The  high  school  in  Hiroshima  was  or- 
ganized in  1956,  with  buildings  to  ac- 
commodate 800  pupils.  To  date  it  has 
accepted  but  two  classes.  In  the  1957 
entrance  examinations  conducted  by 
Tokyo  Imperial  University,  the  grad- 
uates of  the  Jesuit  High  School  in 
Yokosuka  out-ranked  those  of  all  high 
schools  in  Japan,  private  as  well  as 
public. 

In  the  high  school  conducted  by  the 
Sisters  and  the  Jesuits  about  90%  of 
the  pupils  are  pagans.  These  boys 
and  girls,  and  their  parents  as  well, 
show  great  respect  and  give  full  coop- 
eration to  the  Religious  teachers. 

On  the  occasion  of  my  visit  to  the 
high  school  in  Okayama  I  saw  some 
three  hundred  girls  on  the  premises 
three  weeks  before  the  opening  of 
schools,  weeding  the  grounds  and  as- 
sisting in  cleaning  class  rooms.  Of 
this  number  but  nineteen  were  Cath- 
olics. All  came  voluntarily  and  with  the 
full  consent  of  their  parents. 

There  are  good  and  solid  reasons 
why  the  pagan  parents  send  their  chil- 
dren to  the  schools  of  our  missionaries. 
They  know  these  schools  are  well 
equipped  and  well  staffed;  that  the 
atmosphere  is  conducive  to  study;  that 
the  teacher-pupil  relationships  brings 
the  pupil  to  a  love  for  learning;  that 
recreation,  while  amply  provided  for, 
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Fts.  H.  Werts  and  R.  Shaules,  S.f.  in  front  of  Hiroshima  Jesuit  high  school  in  Hiroshima 


is  not  carried  to  the  point  of  distrac- 
tion; that  discipline  problems  are  prac- 
tically unknown. 

But  perhaps  the  strongest  reason 
is  that  our  religious  schools  provide  for 
the  moral  training  of  the  pupil.  There 
is  strong  evidence  of  the  value  placed 
upon  moral  training  by  the  thinking 
people  of  Japan.  Prior  to  the  war  the 
curriculum  of  the  Japanese  public 
schools  included  a  course  in  morals  or 
ethics.  But,  as  described  to  me  by  a 
prominent  native  educator  the  good 
points  of  the  system  were  outweighed 
by  objectionable  features  —  the  propa- 
gation of  Shintoism  as  a  State  Religion, 
Emperor  worship,  superstition  and 
idolatry.  For  this  reasons  the  occupa- 
tion eliminated  completely  the  pre-war 
type  of  moral  training,  making  no  pro- 
vision, however,  for  any  formal  course 
in  ethics;  so  that  the  children  have 
been  instructed  under  a  system  which 
is  definitely  a-moral. 

This  type  of  training  has  produced 
youngsters  who  have  been  noted  for 
their  lack  of  discipline  and  observance 
of  low  moral  standards.  The  adult  pop- 
ulation has  been  concerned  about  this, 
the  great  majority  calling  for  the  re- 
establishment  of  moral  training  cours- 
es. Of  all  this  the  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion has  taken  due  notice,  and  he  has 
recently  recorded  himself  as  favoring 
the  return  of  a  course  in  morals  in  the 
public  schools  beginning  with  the  new 
school  year  1958.  Ethics  teachers  must 
be  certified,  and  graduates  of  Sophia 
University  by  reason  of  their  courses 
in  Christian  Ethics  meet  certification 
requirements. 

That  this  complete  elimination  of 
moral  training  from  the  curriculum  of 
the  public  schools  was  effected  at  the 
instance  of  some  American  educators 
is  suggested  in  an  editorial  which  ap- 
peared in  the  Japan  Times  shortly  be- 
fore I  began  my  homeward  trip.  After 
conceding  the  pre-war  system  of  moral 
training  had  its  faults,  the  editorial 
continues:  "Yet  we  are  now  forced  to 
conclude  that  the  total  removal  of  the 
moral  education  course  was  a  mistake 


because  the  course  did  cover  many 
moral  precepts  which  are  universally 
valid.  Honesty,  industry  and  business, 
to  name  a  few,  are  accepted  ethical 
concepts  in  any  civilized  society.  Pre- 
sumably this  removal  of  'shushin'  (i.e. 
ethics  course)  was  ordered  by  Ameri- 
can educational  experts  who  thought  it 
was  completely  unnecessary  because 
there  was  nothing  like  it  taught  in 
American  schools.  If  such  had  been  the 
case,  then  the  so-called  'educational  re- 
form' must  be  said  to  signify  remark- 
able  ignorance." 

Thus  disturbed  about  the  absence 
of  an  ethics  course  in  the  public 
schools,  the  pagan  parent  sending  his 
children  to  schools  where  moral  train- 
ing is  stressed  is  not  surprising.  Pagan 
enrollments  would,  indeed,  be  larger 
were  the  Religious  schools  able  to  ac- 
commodate them.  And  it  is  of  more 
than  passing  significance  that  fourteen 
communities  have  made  requests  upon 
one  Religious  Order  to  organize  and 
conduct  schools  for  the  benefit  of  their 
children. 


HE  activities  of  the  missionary 
teachers  are  not  confined  to  teaching. 
As  time  permits,  or  the  occasion  re- 
quires, they  administer  to  the  poor, 
the  sick  and  the  unfortunate  victims 
of  the  destructive  forces  of  nature.  The 
settlement  work  of  the  Social  Service 
Institute  of  Sophia  University  is  well 
known  and  appreciated.  The  entire 
country  gratefully  recalls  the  conver- 
sion of  the  Jesuit  Noviti'ate  in  Hiro- 
shima into  a  hospital  following  the 
atomic  bombing  of  that  city;  the  hero- 
ic labors  of  the  present  Provincial,  Fa- 
ther Peter  Arrupe,  S.J., — a  physician 
prior  to  entering  the  society, — as  he 
administered  day  and  night  to  the 
surviving  victims  of  the  blast;  the  res- 
cue work  of  the  novices  who  made  their 
way  through  the  ruins  of  the  city  that 
survivors  might  be  discovered  and 
cared  for.  These  and  countless  other 
works  of  charity  have  earned  for  the 


missionaries  the  respect  and  apprecia- 
tion of  the  Japanese  people.  As  I  see 
it,  such  performances  can  lead  only  to 
better  understanding  and  better  rela- 
tions between  the  countries  the  mis- 
sionaries represent  and  the  people 
whom  they  have  befriended.  The  mis- 
sionaries are,  in  truth,  effective  ambas- 
sadors of  peace  and  good  will,  in  their 
every  action  laying  a  solid  foundation 
for  real  world  peace.  And,  as  we  are 
well  aware,  what  is  going  on  in  Japan 
is  being  repeated  in  many  other  coun- 
tries. 

The  observer  can  be  only  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  attitude  of  the  mis- 
sionaries as  they  face  their  several 
tasks,  often  under  adverse  conditions. 
The)'  take  in  stride  the  strain  of  hard 
work;  they  accept  personal  privation 
with  no  complaint  whatever.  Discour- 
agement they  know  not;  come  what 
may,  they  will  carry  on.  The  story  of 
Sophia  University  is  but  an  instance. 
Its  principal  source  of  financial  sup- 
port, Germany,  completely  cut  off  by 
World  War  I;  its  physical  properties 
reduced  to  rubble  by  the  earthquake 
of  September  1923;  its  financial  sup- 
port again  cut  off  by  World  War  II, 
its  operations  suspended,  one  building 
destroyed  and  another  seriously  dam- 
aged, —  at  each  retardation  of  effort, 
the  University  Fathers  buckled  down 
to  the  task  of  rebuilding,  until  today 
they  may  point  to  the  splendid  facili- 
ties, added  departments,  enriched 
courses,  increased  enrollments,  suc- 
cessful alumni — to  an  institution  which 
has  grown  greatly  in  usefulness  and 
prestige. 

For  the  financial  support  given  them 
there  is  a  full  and  complete  account- 
ing; for  the  missionaries  have  but  one 
formula  for  financial  outlay, — the  ex- 
penditure must  be  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  objectives  of  the  particular 
mission;  they  seek  nothing  for  them- 
selves. Their  gratitude  for  assistance 
given  them  is  tremendous.  Their  fer- 
vent prayers  their  benefactors  have 
always  with  them. 

To  parents  and  relatives  of  mission- 
ary priests,  brothers  and  sisters,  I  can 
say  but  this:  be  most  thankful  they 
are  where  they  are.  You  may  look 
upon  them  as  spreaders  of  the  faith, 
trainers  of  youth,  angels  of  mercy  and 
ambassadors  of  good  will.  In  the  work 
they  are  doing,  whatever  the  difficulty 
they  may  face,  you  may  be  absolutely 
certain  that  they  are  as  happy  and 
contented  a  group  as  one  could  hope 
to  find.  The  only  thing  that  could  dis- 
turb them  would  be  their  removal  from 
the  missionary  field.  Delightful  as  were 
sight-seeing  trips,  they  cannot  compare 
with  the  seeing  the  missionaries  in  ac- 
tion. This  w_as  my  great  privilege,  — 
the  real  "pay-off"  of  my  trip.

"I  am  not  responsible  for  the  pur-

That's  Ogden  Nash  speaking.  The 
light-hearted  laureate  led  the  stellar 
list  of  lecturers  speaking  at  the  cam- 
pus this  year.  "Midway  Through 
Nash"  was  his  selection  to  introduce 
the  David  B.  Steinman  sponsored 
Poet's  Series. 

Though  born  in  Rye,  New  York, 
Mr.  Nash  claims  with  pride  that  he 
had  ten  thousand  cousins  in  North 
Carolina.  So  long  is  the  umbilical  cord 
connecting  him  with  the  southland, 
that  he  claims  as  one  ancestor  a  revo- 
lutionary governor  of  Tar  Heel  state; 
another  as  revolutionary  general  after 
whom,  Nashville,  Tenn.  was  named. 
Youthful  folly  was  short  lived  in  Mr. 
Nash;  after  one  year  at  Harvard  he 
disenrolled  himself.  (He-  has  docu- 
ments to  prove  it,  too.)  After  a  brief 
attempt  at  both  teaching  and  peddling 
security,  he  found  himself  in  literature. 
Hard  Lines  established  Ogden  Nash  as 
a  master  of  humorous  verse.  And  the 
past  has  added  naught  but  laurels  to 
his  polished  brow.  Nash,  reading  from 
his  Golden  Trashery  of  Ogden  Nash- 
ery, played  to  a  full  house,  convulsed 
it  naturally. 


Nash's  take-it-or  leave-it-alone  met- 
rics and  hilarious  comments  on  Ameri- 
can human  comedy  have  been  amus- 
ing readers  for  two  decades.  But  we 
must  not  overlook  the  reason  in  his 
rhymes.  There  is  very  often  social 
criticism   behind   his    buffoonery.

COLLEGE  EDUCATION 

Who  Contributes  the  Most  $ 


A 


,  RECENT  Boston  Globe  cartoon 
depicted  a  group  of  collegians  in  festive 
mood  at  a  football  game.  A  man  passes 
them  selling  hotdogs,  and  one  of  the 
lads  warns  his  pals:  "Watch  your 
grammar  and  pronunciation.  He  may 
be  a  professor  supplementing  his  sala- 
ry." This  little  cartoon  story  may  not 
be  weighty  enough  to  serve  as  basis 
for  a  Greek  comedy  —  or  tragedy  — 
but  it  has  one  of  the  qualities  that 
Aristotle  demands  of  a  plot:  plausibili- 
ty. Across  the  land,  as  Americans  wail 
about  our  U.  S.  non-sanforized  cur- 
rency, no  one  wails  with  more  right 
(and  perhaps  with  a  smaller  audience) 
than  the  college  professor. 

From  1940  to  1956  real  income 
(measured  in  buying  power  after 
taxes)  increased  29  percent  for  law- 
yers, 64  percent  for  industrial  workers, 
96  percent  for  physicians,  but  only  12 
percent  for  college  teachers  as  a  whole 
—  and  this  slight  increase  was  entirely 
in  the  lower  academic  ranks;  those  in 
the  higher  ranks  suffered  a  net  de- 
crease. In  19S4  half  of  the  college 
faculty  in  this  country  earned  less  than 
$5400  per  year.  At  the  rates  then  pre- 
vailing, one  out  of  two  college  teachers 
could  aspire  to  no  more  than  a  life- 
time maximum  of  $7000  a  year,  even 
if  he  should  become  a  full  professor. 
Thus  the  academic  man,  after  grueling 
years  of  apprenticeship,  after  his 
physical  and  financial  investment  in 
his  doctorate,  after  publication  and 
contributions  to  learned  societies,  after 
supposedly  distinguished  teaching  and 
fulfilling  the  other  requirements  of  his 
profession,    could    look    forward    to    a 


smaller  reward  than  a  railroad  en- 
gineer. The  average  salary  of  the  full 
professor  in  America  is  about  one-half 
the  average  income  of  all  physicians, 
including  beginning  doctors.  The 
median  salaries  for  college  teachers  for 
1953-4  (as  cited  in  the  Second  Report 
of  the  President's  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation Beyond  High  School,  known  as 
the  Josephs  Report,  July,  1957)  com- 
pare unfavorably  with  the  lowest  paid 
nonprofessional  jobs  in  a  typical  major 
corporation.

The  financial  plight  of  the  academic 
man  in  America  is  at  least  one  blemish 
in  the  picture  of  American  prosperity 
and  high  living  standards  and  is  in  un- 
happy contrast  to  the  economic  status 
of  the  professor  in  Russia  and  other 
European  countries.  America's  price 
tag  on  her  academicians  is  taken  by 
outsiders  as  another  proof  of  our  ma- 
terialism: we  drive  zealously  forward 
to  a  two-car-in-every-garage  beatitude, 
while  doing  little  to  encourage  the 
growth  of  the  spirit.  A  recent  visitor 
to  Boston  College,  the  president  of  a 
Catholic  university  in  Holland,  com- 
mented sadly  on  this  problem  and  the 
impression  it  makes  on  Europeans.  He 
said  that  in  his  institution  full  profes-

sors  are  paid  the  equivalent  of  $14,000 
a  year. 

Fortunately  somebody  besides  the 
teachers'  wives  and  debt-ridden  college 
presidents  are  beginning  to  take  cog- 
nizance of  the  problem.  In  1955  the 
Ford  Foundation's  Fund  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Education  commissioned 
Beardsley  Ruml  to  make  a  comparison 
of  the  economic  status  of  college  pro- 
fessors in  1900  and  fifty  years  later. 
Here  are  some  of  the  facts  Ruml 
found.  In  1903  $3000  a  year  was  a 
good,  but  not  uncommon  salary  for  a 
college  teacher.  Ruml  estimated  that, 
allowing  for  changes  in  cost  of  living 
and  federal  income  taxes  and  assuming 
that  the  professor  had  a  wife  and  two 
children,  he  would  have  needed  $1 1,200 
in  1953  .to  have  equivalent  economic 
status.  In  1903,  $4000  was  a  less  com- 
mon but  by  no  means  nonexistent  sala- 
ry for  college  teachers;  the  1953  equi- 
valent would  be  $15,580.  Professors 
with  some  administrative  responsibili- 
ties received  as  much  as  $5000  in  1903 ; 
it  would  have  taken  $20,345  to  match 
that  salary  a  half  century  later.  The 
top  faculty  salary  in  the  country  in 
1904  was  $7000,  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  In  1953  this  would  have 
been  $31,250. 

It  is  obvious  that  in  the  first  half 
of  this  century  the  economic  position 
of  the  American  college  teachers  has 
been  drastically  downgraded.  To  reme- 
dy the  situation,  this  was  Ruml's  sug- 
gestion, written  in  1956:  "In  my  opi- 
nion for  the  college  professor  an  av- 
erage of  $15,000  is  required  under  pre- 
vailing cost-of-living  and  tax  circum- 


stances,  and  top  salaries  of  #30,000 
should  be  widely  distributed."  The 
Josephs  Report  puts  it  this  way:  "To 
restore  teaching  to  a  competitive  po- 
sition in  the  professional  labor  market 
comparable  to  that  which  it  occupied 
before  World  War  II  would  require 
an  average  increase  in  faculty  salaries 
of  something  like  75  to  80  percent.  And 
to  maintain  this  position,  once  restored, 
would  probably  require  by  1970  an 
average  rise  of  100  to  125  percent 
above  present  faculty  salary  levels." 


I 


F  the  American  college  already  ex- 
periences financial  embarrassment  and 
if,  according  to  U.  S.  Office  of  Educa- 
tion figures,  faculty  salaries  account 
for  one  third  of  its  expenses,  what 
would  be  its  plight  were  faculty  salaries 
doubled?  Let  us  assume  that  the  av- 
erage college  is  just  squeezing  by  fi- 
nancially with  its  present  tuition  rates, 
endowment  income,  and  alumni  dona- 
tions. Is  it  not  clear  that  college  facul- 
ties are  now  and  have  been  making  a 
contribution  to  higher  education  equal 
to  the  amount  by  which  their  salaries 
are  substandard?  It  has  been  estimated 
that  it  would  take  an  additional  $800 
million  annually  to  put  faculty  salaries

in  favorable  competition  with  other 
professions.  This,  then,  is  the  amount 
by  which  our  college  teachers  are  at 
present  underwriting  the  education  of 
American  boys  and  girls  each  year.  It 
is  nearly  eight  times  the  total  alumni 
contributions  in  1956.  It  is  also  nearly 
eight  times  the  size  of  corporation  sup- 
port to  colleges  and  universities,  and 
more  than  five  times  the  total  income 
on  endowment.  It  means  that  college 
faculties  are  equivalently  contributing 
more  dollars  to  education  than  all 
other  donors  combined.  This  is  indeed 
noble  of  our  college  teachers,  but  what 
right  have  we  to  ask  this  of  them  or 
accept  it  from  them? 

To  quote  the  recent  Josephs  Report 
again:  "The  plain  fact  is  that  the  col- 
lege teachers  of  the  United  States, 
through  their  inadequate  salaries,  are 
subsidizing  the  education  of  students 
and  in  some  cases  the  luxuries  of  their 
parents.  This  is  tantamount  to  the 
largest  scholarship  program  in  world 
history."  And  a  college  teacher,  Dr. 
Joseph  Eaton  of  Wayne  University 
puts  it  this  way  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Journal  of  Higher  Education:  "The 
academic  willingness  to  work,  often  for 
less  than  the  milkman,  contributes 
heavily  to  balancing  the  (college) 
budget.  Professors  do  not  subsidize 
with  cash  but  in  the  form  of  an  extra 
job  held  by  them  or  their  wives  and 
the  narrowed  opportunities  of  their 
children." 


1JOSTON  COLLEGE  has  not  been 
insensitive  to  faculty  economic  prob- 
lems. Within  its  means  it  has  raised 
salaries,  and  its  efforts  and  initiative 
along  these  lines  earned  it  a  special 
grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation  for 
further  salary  increases.  Boston  Col- 
lege was  one  of  126  colleges  so  re- 
warded. But  the  present  means  of  Bos- 
ton College  and  other  colleges  are 
simply  not  enough. 

The  problem  that  faces  us  then  — 
not  just  college  administrators  but  all 
thinking  Americans  and  particularly 
college-educated  people  —  is  this: 
how  to  reward  our  servants  of  the 
mind  with  salaries  that  are  adequate 
and  just,  with  salaries  that  will  make 
the  teaching  profession  reasonably  at- 
tractive to  first  rate  people.  To  fail  to 
solve  this  problem  is  to  risk  cultural 
disaster.  One  of  the  roots  of  the 
trouble  is  that  the  consumer,  the  stu- 
dent, does  not  pay  for  what  the  goods 
cost.  Even  at  present  salary  levels  in- 
come from  tuition  bv  no  means  meets 


cost  of  instruction.  Today  even  a 
millionaire's  son's  education  is  sub- 
sidized. In  the  average  liberal  arts 
college  the  annual  cost  of  instruction 
is  $1200  a  student,  nearly  double  the 
tuition.  The  September  issue  of  For- 
tune carries  a  comment  on  this  situ- 
ation, entitled  "Colleges  Are  Too 
Cheap."  Calling  college  education  the 
great  American  giveaway,  the  author 
makes  the  radical  proposal  that  tuitions 
be  raised  to  meet  the  full  costs  of  in- 
struction. Since  a  college  education  is 
estimated  to  add  an  average  $100,000 
to  graduates'  lifetime  earnings,  then 
borrowing  for  this  investment  would 
seem  to  be  a  sound  procedure.  Perhaps 
a  massive  plan  of  installment  paying 
and  credit  in  higher  education  may  be 
worth  trying.  The  author  of  the  For- 
tune article,  Herbert  Solow,  is  not  the 
first  to  come  up  with  this  idea;  a  simi- 
lar plan  (raise  tuitions  and  extend 
period  of  payment  beyond  four  years) 
was  proposed  a  year  ago  by  Father 
Paul  Reinert,  S.J.,  President  of  St. 
Louis  University. 

Of  course,  no  one  college  could  go 
ahead  alone  with  such  a  plan  of  tuition- 
equal-to-instruction.  It  would  price  it- 
self out  of  the  market.  Neither  could 
private  colleges  afford  to  do  so,  if 
public  institutions  maintained  present 
tuition  rates.  Even  at  present  the  gap 
between  tuition  costs  at  public  and 
private  colleges  is  depressing  the  per- 
centage of  American  youth  seeking 
higher  education  under  private 
auspices.  Adjustments  would  have  to 
be  made  whereby  tuition  rates  at 
public  colleges  would  also  be  upgraded. 
The  implied  threat  here  to  equality  of 
opportunity  would  have  to  be  offset 
by  liberal  loan  and  scholarship  oppor- 
tunities, backed  by  both  federal  and 
private  funds.  One  can  conceive  of  a 
system  of  competitive  examinations  on 
the  basis  of  which  some  fixed  amount 
of  money  would  be  paid  for  education 
at  the  college  of  the  student's  choice, 
public  or  private,  after  the  pattern  of 
the  G.  I.  Bill.  Such  a  plan  would  bene- 
fit qualified  applicants  and  would  en- 
courage healthy  diversity  in  higher 
education. 

Whatever  steps  are  taken  to  solve 
this  truly  gigantic  problem,  they  will 
have  to  be  sweeping  and  bold.  The 
problem  is  here  now.  Action  cannot 
be  delayed.  It  is  essential  that  econo- 
mic respectability  be  restored  to  the 
teaching  profession  and,  thereby,  the 
continuance  of  American  intellectual 
prestige  be  assured.  From  the  perspec- 
tive of  current  world  events  it  is  really 
no  joke  to  have  a  college  professor 
selling  hotdogs  on  a  Saturday  after- 
noon while  his  students  enjoy  the 
game.

Indispensable  Dispensary 


Where  would  you  expect  to  find  a 
staff  of  four  doctors,  two  registered 
nurses,  and  one  practical  nurse  on  full 
time  duty,  aided  by  three  part  time 
nurses  and  a  typist,  all  working  con- 
sistently to  provide  care' for  the  sick? 

In  a  large  community  hospital?  Of 
course!  In  a  highly  exclusive  private 
nursing  home?  Perhaps!  But  would 
you  expect  to  find  one  like  it  in  a 
college  infirmary?  No?  Well,  take  a 
look  inside  the  small  grey  building  at 
122  College  Road,  you'll  be  surprised. 

Here  at  Boston  College  we  have 
just  such  a  staff  in  the  school  infirmary. 
This  staff,  because  of  the  excellent 
work  it  has  done  in  containing  the 
recent  Asiatic  Flu  epidemic,  is  worthy 
of  mention  and  deserving  of  praise. 

During  the  recent  Asiatic  Flu  epi- 
demic, Infirmary  doctors  gave  medi- 
cal counsel  to  more  than  100  non-resi- 
dent students  and  provided  medical 
treatment  for  over  ISO  boarding  stu- 
dents. In  other  words,  one  out  of  every 
three  resident  students  received  the 
benefits  derived  from  an  efficient  In- 
firmary and  staff.  More  than  one 
school  had  to  close  down  at  the  height 
of  the  epidemic  and  suspend  opera- 
tions, but  the  Boston  College  Infirm- 
ary staff,  with  the  assistance  of  col- 
lege   officials,    isolated    the    Flu    out- 


break and  continued  operation  of 
classes.  Without  the  necessary  pre- 
cautions and  facilities  this  could  not 
have  been  possible. 

Three  of  the  doctors,  Dr.  Richard 
Roche,  Dr.  Thomas  Buckley,  and  Dr. 
Frank  Donovan,  are  Boston  College 
graduates.  The  fourth,  Dr.  Joseph 
Burns,  is  a  graduate  of  Holy  Cross. 

Anyone  looking  in  on  the  nine  room, 
light  gray  Infirmary  building,  complete 
with  its  own  set-up  of  eleven  regular 
beds,  one  private  bed  for  contagious 
cases,  and  two  auxiliary  beds,  plus  a 
completely  up  to  date  Dispensary, 
would  find  it  difficult  to  imagine  a  time 
when  there  was  not  a  spacious  building 
with  an  available  staff,  either  on  duty 
or  on  call,  but  only  one  nurse,  Miss 
Catherine  Donovan,  in  a  small  inade- 
quate office  and  a  visiting  doctor.  Such 
were  conditions  in  1950. 

Now  Miss  Donovan,  R.N.  heads  a 
staff  of  seven.  A  graduate  of  St.  Eliza- 
beth's School  of  Nursing,  she  holds  a 
B.S.  degree  from  Simmons  College  and 
Boston  College  School  of  Nursing. 
A'liss  Donovan  is  a  veteran  of  many 
virus  campaigns  since  her  arrival  on 
the  Boston  College  campus  in  1950. 

Ann  Marie  Romano,  Dorothy  Ptos- 
zek,  and  Patricia  Koscak,  all  registered 
nurses,    arc    on    special    nursing   duty 


during  the  weekends.  They  are  study- 
ing for  their  B.S.  degrees  at  the  Boston 
College  School  of  Nursing.  Night  su- 
pervision is  provided  by  Raymond 
Steward,  a  male  registered  nurse  who 
is  also  taking  his  degree  at  the  School 
of  Nursing.  He  lives  at  the  Infirmary 
and  is  immediately  available  in  case 
of  an  emergency.  Miss  Anne  Donovan 
is  doing  yeoman  service  in  the  typing 
department.  Mrs.  Eleanor  McCarthy 
helps  the  head  nurse  to  cope  with  a 
daily  work  schedule  similar  to  that  of 
many  hospitals. 

A  small  room  in  the  old  gym  served 
as  the  College  dispensary.  Its  equip- 
ment was  simple,  working  quarters 
were  cramped,  and  only  the  most  sup- 
erficial injuries  could  receive  adequate 
treatment.  Bruises,  scrapes,  cuts  and 
blisters  were  the  only  ailments  Miss 
Donovan  was  called  upon  to  remedy. 
But  she  likes  to  recall  one  case  which 
was  given  an  unusual  diagnosis — by 
the  patient  himself.  An  Italian  student, 
he  had  eaten  dinner  the  night  before 
at  the  home  of  an  Irish  friend.  Check- 
ing into  the  dispensary  with  a  stom- 
ach ache,  he  knew  exactly  what  was 
wrong.  "It  was  the  Irish  bread,"  he 
stoutly   maintained. 

In  1952  the  dispensary  was  moved 
into  a   slightly  more  room}'  set-up  in 


the  R.O.T.C.  building.  Instead  of  one 
small  room  there  were  now  two  small 
rooms,  but  still  only  minor  injuries 
could  be  treated  satisfactorily.  For  the 
more  serious  cases  the  visiting  doctor 
would  recommend  outside  facilities. 

An  incident  which  precipitated  more 
serious  thinking  about  a  larger  dispen- 
sary, complete  with  ward  arrange- 
ments, was  a  virus  epidemic  in  19S4. 
The  R.O.T.C.  facilities  proved  help- 
lessly inadequate  and  dormitory  rooms 
had  to  be  quickly  set  up  to  accommo- 
date the  overload  of  cases.  Dispensary 
growth,  for  the  years  from  1950  to 
1954,  had  not  kept  pace  with  the  rapid 
growth  of  the  non-veteran  resident  stu- 
dent population,  and  its  resources  were 
sadly  lacking  during  the  emergency 
period.  Using  all  available  means  the 
epidemic  was  finally  contained,  and- 
from  the  lesson  learned  came  plans 
for  a  new  and  larger  dispensary  com- 
plete with  Infirmary  facilities. 

To  this  end  the  light  gray  house  on 
College  Road  was  dedicated  in  Septem- 
ber, 1955.  No  expense  was  spared  by 
the  college  officials  in  order  to  provide 
top  quality  equipment  for  the  newly 
instituted  infirmary.  New  beds  were 
installed  and  a  complete  line  of  dis- 
pensary equipment — from  an  Auto- 
clave, for  the  sterilization  of  instru- 
ments, to  a  Microtherm,  for  relief  of 
muscular  aches  and  pains,  was  made 
available.  "The  infirmary  at  Boston 
College  is  better  equipped  than  most 
other  school  infirmaries,"  Miss  Dono- 


van says.  Supplies  of  medicine  were 
also  stocked  so  that  the  fast  growing 
resident  student  population  could  ben- 
efit from  the  reduced  cost  of  any  medi- 
cation that  might  be  needed.  This  lib- 
eral gesture  on  the  part  of  the  College 
helps  to  keep  student  expenses  at  a 
reasonable  level. 

The  resident  students  also  have  an 
Accident  and  Sickness  A-Iedical  Ex- 
pense Insurance  Plan.  This  plan  pro- 
vides reimbursement  for  actual  ex- 
pense incurred,  up  to  a  maximum  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  as  the  result  of 
any  one  accident.  It  pays  for  the  em- 
ployment of  a  physician  and  confine- 
ment in  a  hospital  or  the  infirmary, 
beginning  within  180  days  from  the 
date  of  the  accident.  The  insuring  com- 
pany has  interpreted  this  provision  to 
include  the  expense  of  X-rays,  lab  - 
atory  tests,  drugs,  medicines,  etc 
policy  pays  on  the  first  visit  of  a  do  r 
for  treatment.  It  also  defrays  the  ire- 
quent  expense  of  common  ailments, 
and  handles  a  large  portion  of  any  sur- 
gical need. 

Both  Polio  and  Flu  shots  have  been 
given  at  the  Infirmary.  Doctors  sched- 
ules are  arranged  so  that  two  different 
doctors  call  in  during  the  day  to  check 
on  the  progress  of  the  patients.  There 
is  also  a  doctor  on  call  nights  and 
weekends. 

With  the  tremendous  expansion  pro- 
gram now  in  full  swing  at  Boston  Col- 
lege it  is  evident  that  the  Infirmary 
will   also   grow    in    proportion   to  the 


needs  of  the  students.  Within  two 
years  it  is  anticipated  that  a  new  dor- 
mitory will  be  erected  with  a  perma- 
nent fully  equipped  infirmary  attached 
to  it.  From  a  small  beginning  in  the 
Gym  office  to  the  effective  gray  house 
on  College  Road  we  have  come  a  long 
way.  It  would  have  been  impossible 
without  the  hard  work  of  ordinary 
people — doing  the  extra-ordinary.

Colonel  James  M.  Lewis  of  the  Field 
Artillery,  United  States  Army,  was  a 
man  anyone  could  be  proud  of.  A  grad- 
uate of  West  Point  in  1920,  and  subse- 
quently of  the  Field  Artillery  School 
and  the  Command  and  General  Staff 
School,  he  served  valiantly  during 
World  War  II  as  a  Brigadier  General. 
He  was  in  command  of  the  30th  Artil- 
lery Division  which  landed  soon  after 
D-Day  and  swept  through  France, 
Belgium,  and  Holland,  finally  ending 
up  in  Germany. 

After  the  war,  he  was  appointed 
head  of  the  Reserved  Officers'  Training 
Corps  here  at  Boston  College.  He  did 
an  excellent  job  here,  shaping  and 
moulding  the  young  corps  into  a  unit 
which  was  equal  to  the  best  produced 
by  any  college  in  New  England.  He 
went  back  to  active  duty  at  the  out- 
break of  the  Korean  War,  one  of  the 
many  officers  from  Boston  College  to 
see  duty  in  Korea. 

Among  the  many  awards  he  won 
were  the  Legion  of  Merit,  the  Bronze 
Star  with  cluster,  the  Commendation 
Ribbon,  the  French  and  Belgium 
Croix  de  Guerre,  the  Legion  of  Honor, 
the  Netherland's  Order  of  the  Orange 


Nasseau,    and  the   Russian   Order    of 
Home  Defense. 

These  were  many  of  the  awards 
and  citations  of  merit  which  he  was 
given  during  his  wartime  career.  But 
perhaps  the  greatest  personal  tribute 
he  received  came  after  his  death  in 
the  United  States.  Last  year  the 
R.O.T.C.  Drill  Team,  the  best  mili- 
tary unit  found  at  Boston  College, 
was  rededicated  the  Lewis  Drill  Team, 
in    honor   of  this    great  man.    It  was 


one  of  the  most  fitting  and  appropriate 
gestures  that  could  have  been  made 
here  at  the  College. 

The  Drill  Team  is  open  to  all 
R.O.T.C.  students  on  campus.  Its  total 
enrollment  at  present  is  close  to  sev- 
enty-five, of  which  roughly  forty  be- 
long to  the  varsity.  There  is  a  fresh- 
man unit,  corresponding  to  the  fresh- 
man teams  found  with  every  Varsity 
sport  here  at  B.C.  The  Drill  Team 
is  perhaps   unique  in  that  it  also  has

a  Junior  Varsity  unit,  composed  of  a 
number  of  sophomores  and  juniors 
who  are  ready  to  step  into  the  shoes 
of  any  varsity  members  at  any  time. 

Basically,  the  essence  of  the  Team  is 
found  in  its  spirit.  A  Freshman  finds 
this  out  the  minute  he  joins  as  a  new 
member.  He  is  expected  as  a  matter 
of  course  to  give  his  shoes  an  extra 
shine,  to  polish  his  brass  to  a  gleam- 
ing luster.  He  is  expected  to  learn  fast 
and  well,  for  the  Drill  Team  has  so 
many  maneuvers  and  so  many  tricks 
that  no  time  can  be  wasted  in  teaching 
them. 

Competition  is  tough  and  keen.  No 
member  of  the  Varsity  wishes  to  be  re- 
placed, and  the  task  of  jumping  from 
one  of  the  sub-units  to  the  elite  is  very 
hard.  The  new  member  also  finds  that 
he  is  under  constant  scrutiny  not  only 
by  the  Drill  Team  members,  but  also 
by     the     members     of     the     regular 


R.O.T.C.,  any  of  which  would  un- 
doubtedly like  to  catch  a  Drill  Team 
man  in  a  mistake. 

Learning  to  spin  the  Springfield  and 
Remington  03 's  is  probably  the  hard- 
est trick  a  new  member  has  to  learn. 
Next  comes  the  complicated  marching 
steps  and  maneuvers.  But  once  he  has 
mastered  these,  and  proved  himself  a 
capable  member,  then  the  step  to  the 
Varsity  can  come  swiftly  indeed.  For 
the  Navy  game  this  Fall,  for  instance, 
an  unprecedented  group  of  sopho- 
mores numbering  close  to  twenty  were 
taken  into  the  Varsity  en  masse.  These 
had  proved  by  their  hard  work  during 
the  weeks  before  that  they  deserved 
to  take  the  step. 

Once  in  the  Varsity,  the  cadet  learns 
to  take  numerous  parades,  reviews,  and 
competitions  in  stride.  The  Drill  Team 
in  the  past  has  often  marched  twice  a 
week,  and  there  is  considerable  strain 


on  all  involved.  But  the  record  of  the 
Drill  Team  has  been  nothing  short  of 
amazing.  In  its  short  history  it  has  al- 
ready gone  so  far  as  to  win  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Championship,  defeat- 
ing the  Pershing  Rifle  units  from  many 
surrounding  colleges  and  universities. 
It  is  always  called  upon  to  represent 
the  College  when  it  is  visited  by  any 
dignitary.  It  recently  won  the  award 
as  outstanding  unit  in  the  Fire  Pre- 
vention Week  Parade,  and  has  just  re- 
ceived the  honor  of  being  invited  along 
with  the  R.O.T.C.  band  to  participate 
in  the  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parade  in 
New  York. 

The  Drill  Team  is  a  unit  of  which 
everyone  can  be  proud,  not  only  the 
members  of  the  Reserved  Officers' 
Training  Corps,  but  also  the  students 
and  alumni  of  the  College.  And 
wouldn't  Col.  Lewis  love  to  see  his 
drill  team,  now.  — Joe  Tribble

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During  this  past  year  the  response 
of  alumni  and  friends  to  our  appeals 
for  assistance  has  been  most  generous: 
a  source  of  genuine  encouragement  to 
all  of  us  in  achieving  the  programs  and 
the  development  planned  for  the  Uni- 
versity. The  problems  of  the  private 
and  independent  university  today  and 
for  the  foreseeable  future  are  such  that 
none  can  effectively  function  or  plan 
for  growth  and  development  without 
such  generous  support.  This  report  can 
only  outline  some  of  the  more  tangible 
results  of  your  continued  assistance 
to  your  alma  mater. 

During  the  past  year  the  University 
awarded  1233  degrees  earned  in  course. 
Of  these,  1020  were  bachelors,  208 
masters,  and  S  doctorates.  There  were 
920  men  and  313  women  in  the  gradu- 
ating classes.  The  five  doctorates  were 
the  first  awarded  in  the  new  program 
of  doctoral  studies  instituted  three 
years  ago  in  the  departments  of  eco- 
nomics, education  and  history. 

This  Fall  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Vincent  P.  Wright  we  have  inaugurat- 
ed a  new  graduate  program  in  business 
administration  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Business  Administration. 
This  program  was  undertaken  in  res- 
ponse to  the  requests  and  needs  of 
many  of  our  graduates  and  others  in 
the  business  community  for  advanced 
professional  training  in  management 
and  administration.  One  hundred  and 
fifty  students  have  been  accepted  for 
the  first  year  of  the  program,  which 
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we  feel  will  be  a  very  valuable  addi- 
tion to  the  opportunities  and  services 
offered  by  the  University.  More  than 
two  hundred  men  and  women  have 
enrolled  this  semester  in  the  under- 
graduate evening  business  school, 
which  was  begun  on  campus  last  year 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Wright. 

The  entering  class  of  full-time  stu- 
dents for  all  schools  of  the  University 
this  term  numbered  1767.  The  total 
Fall  enrollment  for  all  schools  is  shown 
in  the  following  table: 


almost  1900  students  enrolled,  was  the 
largest  we  have  ever  had.  The  special 
Summer  Institutes  for  professors  of 
theology  and  for  secondary  school 
science  teachers  were  continued  this 
year  and  were  very  successful  and  met 
with  a  very  favorable  response  from 
all  parts  of  the   nation. 

In  a  further  effort  to  assist  high 
school  and  elementary  school  teachers 
in  the  crucial  areas  of  science  and 
mathematics  we  have  established  a

This  institute  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  staff  of  our  Mathema- 
tics Department  and  our  School  of 
Education.  Seventy-five  teachers  of 
high  school  mathematics  have  enrolled 
for  the  program  which  is  now  in  prog- 
ress. 

New  Faculty  &  Promotions 
To  meet  the  ever  increasing  needs 
in  the  academic  programs  in  the  sev- 
eral   schools   and  colleges   ten  Jesuits 
and  twenty-five  laymen  have  been  ap- 


pointed this  year  to  our  full-time  facul- 
ty. We  now  have  526  members  on  the 
University  faculty. 

Thirty-five  new  faculty  members 
were  appointed.  In  addition,  the  fol- 
lowing were  promoted  in  rank:  Dr.

Christopher  J.  Flynn,  Jr.,  to  Associate 
Professor;  Mr.  Wendell  F.  Grimes  to 
Professor;  Dr.  Paul  T.  Heffron  to  As- 
sociate Professor;  Rev.  John  J.  Mur- 
phy,. S.J. ,  to  Assistant  Professor;  Miss 
Mary  E.  Shaughnessy  to  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor; Mr.  Emil  Slizewski  to  Profes- 
sor; Dr.  Charles  M.  Sullivan  to  Assist- 
ant Professor;  Dr.  Lewis  A.  Sumberg 
to  Assistant  Professor. 

Among  the  new  administrative 
offices  and  services  inaugurated  this 
year  are  the  Office  of  Educational  Re- 
search under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Rus- 
sell G.  Davis  of  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion; the  Bureau  of  Seminar  Research 
in  the  College  of  Business  Administra- 
tion with  Mr.  Joseph  F.  Turley  as 
Director;  and  the  Office  of  Educational 
Guidance  in  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  with  Mr.  Weston  M.  Jenks, 
Jr.,  as  Director. 

One  hundred  Fellowships  and  As- 
sistantships  were  awarded  in  the  sev- 
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eral  departments  of  the  Graduate 
School.  Thirteen  of  these  were  appoint- 
ed Teaching  Fellows  as  part  of  a  pro- 
gram of  providing  for  the  future  short- 
age of  faculty  personnel  by  preparing 
promising  graduate  fellows  for  the 
teaching  profession.  Ten  graduate 
students  were  awarded  Research  As- 
sistantships  assigned  to  several  of  the 
sponsored  research  projects  which  are 
under  the  direction  of  our  science  de- 
partments. 

For  the  past  several  years  the  fac- 
ulty committees  and  academic  coun- 
cils of  our  several  schools  have  given 
considerable  time  and  effort  to  the 
review  and  evaluation  of  our  academic 
curriculum  and  programs.  This  pro- 
cess of  self-evaluation  and  examination 
has  been  a  continuing  function  of  our 
faculty  and  administration.  The  rec- 
ommendations and  results  have  been 
most  helpful  in  achieving  the  constant 
development  and  adaptation  necessary 
to  provide  the  best  program  for  all 
of  our  students. 

One  of  the  more  recent  developments 
has  been  the  revision  of  our  undergrad- 
uate Philosophy  program  to  effect  a 
balanced  distribution  of  the  Philoso- 
phy courses  over  the  four  years,  be- 
ginning in  Freshman.  In  an  effort  to 
better   provide    for   the   needs   of  our 


superior  students  a  new  honors  pro- 
gram has  been  established  this  year 
in  the  colleges  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
and  Business  Administration.  In  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  we  are 
also  developing  a  dual  program  of 
early  admission  and  advanced  place- 
ment for  entering  students  of  excep- 
tional ability.  The  superior  and  ma- 
ture student  is  offered  additional  spe- 
cial opportunities  under  the  Junior 
Year  Abroad  Program,  which  has  also 
been    inaugurated   this  year. 

New  Additions,  New  Gifts 
As  many  of  you  know,  there  have 
been  several  major  additions  to  the 
campus  in  the  past  year.  Last  Spring 
we  began  construction  of  two  new  dor- 
mitories and  a  chapel  in  a  further 
development  of  our  facilities  for  resi- 
dent students  on  the  property  border- 
ing Beacon  and  Hammond  Streets. 
Last  May  13,  we  broke  ground  for  our 
new  stadium  on  what  for  many  of  you 
was  once  the  reservoir  and  more  re- 
cently was  part  of  the  parking  space 
next  to  Beacon  Street  on  the  lower 
campus.  Archbishop  Cushing  blessed 
the  new  dormitories  in  September  and 
dedicated  our  new  student  chapel  to 
St.  Joseph.  The  new  dormitories  are 
now  Gonzaga  Hall  and  Kostka  Hall 
with  rooms  for  298  students  and  twelve 


Jesuit  prefects.  The  chapel  can  accom- 
modate six  hundred  students. 

Last  Spring,  in  planning  a  new  stad- 
ium for  use  in  the  Fall  we  were  asking 
the  almost  impossible  from  our  archi- 
tects, engineers  and  builders.  We  dedi- 
cated the  new  Boston  College  Alumni 
Stadium  on  September  21,  with  more 
than  27,000  people  in  the  stands.  Mr. 
John  W.  King,  Hon.  '56)  and  the 
Bowen  Company,  and  Mr.  Fred  A. 
Dyer,  our  architect,  are  responsible  for 
this  truly  magnificent  achievement  of 
construction.  We  hope  that  those  of 
you  who  have  not  seen  the  new  dor- 
mitories and  stadium  will  have  the  op- 
portunity soon  because  they  are  a  very 
tangible  demonstration  and  tribute  to 
the  loyalty  and  generosity  of  our  alum- 
ni and  friends. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  Boston 
College  received  more  than  three  mil- 
lion dollars  in  gifts,  grants  and  be- 
quests for  current  operations  and  cap- 
ital funds.  That  is  the  largest  amount 
of  financial  assistance  we  have  ever 
received  in  one  year.  It  includes  the 
Ford  Foundation  Endowment  and 
Achievement  Grant,  our  largest  single 
gift,  and  our  Alumni  Stadium  Fund, 
the  largest  sum  raised  by  our  alumni 
in  an  annual  fund  drive. 

The     Ford    Foundation    grant,    on

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which  I  reported  to  you  last  Fall,  was 
increased  this  past  June  with  the  re- 
ceipt of  two  additional  checks  in  the 
amount  of  $657,500  and  $445,000  for 
a  total  grant  to  the  University  of  $2,- 
102,500.  The  terms  of  this  grant  re- 
quire that  $1,297,500  be  invested  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  as  an  endowment 
for  faculty  salaries  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  undergraduate  schools.  The  addi- 
tional Accomplishment  grant  of  $805,- 
000  is  a  free  gift  to  the  University  in 
recognition  of  the  special  efforts  we 
have  made  to  improve  our  faculty  sal- 
aries. This  latter  grant  was  made  to 
only  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  of 
the  more  than  six  hundred  colleges  re- 
ceiving aid  from  the  Ford  Foundation. 
The  Trustees  of  the  College  have  de- 
termined that  this  additional  grant 
shall  also  be  allocated  as  an  endow- 
ment for  the  further  improvement  of 
our  faculty  salaries. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Ford 
Foundation  for  a  grant  of  $81,500 
made  during  the  past  year  in  recog- 
nition and  support  of  the  program  of 
Boston  College  Seminars,  sponsored 
by  our  College  of  Business  Adminis- 
tration, on  problems  of  the  Boston 
Metropolitan  area.  This  grant  is  to  be 
supplemented  by  funds  in  equal 
amount  contributed  by  other  institu- 
tions in  the  Boston  community  over  a 
period  of  three  years.  We  are  grateful 
to  the  members  of  our  Business  Advi- 
sory Council  and  our  Seminar  Plan- 
ning Group  and  to  the  Boston  business 
institutions  that  have  given  generous 
support  to  this  program. 

Aid  From  Business 

One  of  the  most  encouraging  devel- 
opments in  behalf  of  the  private  col- 
leges and  universities  today  has  been 
the  increasing  voluntary  support  we 
are  receiving  from  corporate  business 
and  private  industry.  During  the  past 
year  Boston  College  has  received  over 
$50,000  in  direct  support  from  the 
New  England  Colleges  Fund,  the  Esso 
Foundation,  General  Electric,  East- 
man Kodak,  General  Motors,  and 
other  business  and  industrial  institu- 
tions. We  wish  also  to  note  our  appre- 
ciation to  the  International  Nickel 
Company  for  a  grant  of  $42,000  in 
support  of  a  Graduate  Research  Fel- 
lowship in  chemistry  over  a  period  of 
five  years.  Approximately  $100,000  in 
faculty  research  and  student  training 
grants  were  received  this  year  for  the 
Public  Health  programs  at  our  Schools 
of  Nursing  and  Social  Work. 

Plans  such  as  that  of  the  Genera! 
Electric  Company  for  matching  the 
contributions  to  the  college  by  alumni 
employees,  of  the  General  Motors  Cor- 
poration and  others  for  supplementing 
student  scholarship  grants  with  gifts 
to  the  University,  of  Eastman  Kodak

and  the  First  National  City  Bank  of 
New  York  for  granting  funds  to  the 
college  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
alumni  they  employ,  such  plans  have 
been  of  substantial  assistance  to  us 
during  the  past  year  and  merit  the  ap- 
preciation and  gratitude  of  Boston 
College  and  our  alumni.  Without  such 
assistance,  added  to  the  substantial 
endowment  represented  by  the  contrib- 
uted services  of  our  Jesuit  faculty 
it  would  be  impossible  today  to  carry 
on  the  programs  and  functions  of  the 
University,  much  less  to  plan  the  de- 
velopment necessary  for  what  lies 
ahead. 

Since  1951,  the  construction  program 
has  added  to  the  campus  the  new  Law 
School,  the  School  of  Education,  three 
dormitories,  a  new  chapel,  and  the 
new  stadium.  In  October,  we  began 
construction  of  a  new  gymnasium  to 
replace  the  war-surplus  building  which 
has  been  '"temporary"  for  more  than 
ten  years.  We  hope  to  begin  very  soon 
to  construct  a  skating  and  hockey  rink 
in  the  area  next  to  the  stadium  and 
gymnasium.  All  of  this  construction, 
together  with  the  necessary  equipment, 
represents  a  capital  improvement  on 
campus  of  approximately  $10,000,000. 


For  the  years  and  needs  immediately 
ahead  we  must  continue  our  efforts  and 
plans  for  growth  and  development.  We 
need  additional  dormitory  space  and 
dining  facilities  for  resident  students,  a 
building  for  our  School  of  Nursing  on 
campus,  additional  classroom  and  of- 
fice space,  another  science  building, 
and  an  increase  in  library  stack  space 
and  facilities.  Together  with  this  pro- 
gram for  campus  development  and 
facilities  there  is  and  will  continue  to 
be  a  need  for  a  larger  endowment  for 
student  assistance  and  an  increase  of 
resources  to  provide  for  adequate  fac- 
ulty growth  and  salaries  in  a  period 
of  ever  increasing  costs  for  higher  edu- 
cation. 

The  news  of  each  day  brings  further 
evidence  to  all  of  us  of  the  necessity 
and  value  of  higher  education  and 
the  University,  not  only  for  the  indi- 
vidual but  also  for  the  welfare  of  the 
whole  community.  And  at  a  time  when 
many  are  charged  and  conscious  of  the 
need  and  neglect  of  schools  and  col- 
leges, Boston  College  must  be  grateful 
for  the  devotion  and  support  of  our 
alumni  and  friends.  And  as  we  plan 
and  move  ahead  we  are  confident  of 
that  continued  support.

One  of  the  busiest  falls  in  the  28 
years  history  of  the  Boston  College 
Law  School  has  witnessed  events 
unique  in  Boston  College  history. 
•  On  October  19,  the  first  Boston  Col- 
lege Lawyer's  Day  sponsored  by  tree 
Dean,  Faculty  and  Alumni  of  the  Law 
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School  was  held.  This  event  was  at- 
tended by  over  200  Boston  College 
lawyers.  There  were  two  seminars  held 
in  the  morning.  Henry  M.  Leen,  '29, 
LL.B.,  '32  was  program  chairman. 
Governor  Furcolo  spoke. 

•  On  November  12,  the  Alumni  in  con- 
nection with  the  Law  School  sponsored 
two  luncheons  for  the  103  successful 
graduates  of  the  Law  School  who 
passed  the  July  bar  examination.  This 
was  held  at  the  Boston  Club.  Among 
the  invited  guests  were  Chief  Justice 
Raymond  F.  Wilkins,  Walter  Powers, 
president  of  the  Board  of  Bar  Ex- 
aminers, George  McGrath,  Exec.  Sec'y 
Board  of  Bar  Examiners,  Raymond  F. 
Barrett,  president  of  the  Massachusetts 
Bar,  and  Claude  Cross,  president  of 
the  Boston  Bar  Association. 

•  On  November  16,  a  Pre-Legal  Di- 
rectors Institute  was  held  for  all  pre- 
legal  advisors  of  the  colleges  of  the 
Northeast.  This  Institute  was  designed 
to  assist  college  professors  of  history, 
government  or  other  social  sciences 
who  are  called  on  to  direct  and  guide 
students  who  desire  to  enter  law  school 
after  their  graduation  from  college.

on  the  Law  School  Admission  Test. 
They  were  John  A.  Winterbottom, 
Program  Director,  Educational  Testing 
Service  and  Dean  Louis  A.  Toepfer, 
Chairman  of  the  LSAT  Policy  Com- 
mittee and  Director  of  Admissions  at 
Harvard  University  Law  School. 

Educational  Research  Bureau 

The  establishment  of  an  Office  of 
Educational  Research  at  the  Heights 
this  year  is  another  indication  of  Bos- 
ton College's  determination  to  be  in  the 
vanguard  of  university-sponsored  re- 
search. It  is  the  second  office  set  up 
by  the  University  to  advance  knowl- 
edge in  professional  fields.  (The  Bu- 
reau of  Business  Research  was  first.) 

Dr.  Russell  G.  Davis  will  head  the 
new  office  of  Educational  Research. 
He  has  served  with  the  U.  S.  Point 
Four  Program  in  Ethiopia,  where  he 
planned  and  directed  the  production 
of  books  for  Ethiopian  schools,  also 
directed  research  operations  in  the 
Near  East  and  Far  East,  and  worked 
in  .the  development  of  educational 
programs  for  Okinawa,  Formosa, 
Japan  and  Korea.
